migrants to lucatu themselves on the coast 
lands uf tho country, where there is little 
-or nu native Inbour. | 

It is reported that large shipments of 
flour, provisions, and other food supplies 
hayebeen made from San Franciaco to China, 
consigned mainly to Chinese merchants a 
Hongkong. It is supposed that there snp- 
plies are on Chinese Government account. 
In tho belief that the war will bo protracted 
8,000,000 Ths, for flour were nent during 
September. Considerable purchases have 
alsa been made there of military and naval 
stores on French acceunt, which have been 
runt by the Pacific mail steniners to China, 

From information we have been able tu 
gather wo can state that the prospects of 
the liquidation of the Orioutal Bank 
Corporation are more favourable than was 
at first expected. With the aid of uncalled 
lishility the crediturs will probably receive 
almest the entire amount of their claims, 
while certain steps are it cuntemplation, 
contingent on certain uthor mattors being 
succesatully carried througl—the nature of 
which, however, we cannot at present detail 
-~which will alike be good fur both share- 
holders and creditors.

the conclusion of tho dinner the whole stat 
of the Chinese who have been enguyed at 
the Exhibition entered the room, and rang 
ing themselves ia a semi-circle around Mr, 
Campbell presented him with an albuo 
contuining their portraits, and an illuminat- 
ed address in Chinese and English. 
This was read in Loth Janguayes, and the 
album was then presented to Mr. Campbell 

The bills of Messrs Marshall, Fell, and 
Lamb, tea brokers, of 3!, Mineing-lane, 
have beon returned. The firm is not con 
sidered impertant in itself, but it forms one 
of a group of which two have already either 
coased business or stopped payment, We 
recently reported. that a’‘number of liquida- 
tious had tuken place in the ‘Lane, and 
tho state of credit generally is very bad. 
‘The losses in produce during the past two 
or three years have boon enormoys, and we 
fear that many mora liquidations publicly 
or privately will have o be carried out. 

The case of Mackintysh, Beauchamp and 
Dudgeon was before the Bankrnptey Court 
yesterday. ‘This was a first meeting of cro- 
ditors. . ‘The debtors were merchants of 
new Bruad-strevt and Shanghai, and traded 
as ‘H. L. Beauchump and Co.,' and us 
‘Mackintosh, Dudgeon and Cu.’ They pe- 
titioned the Gourt in March last, and the 
first mecting was extended, tu enable the 
China creditors te be communicated with, 
Tho joint account showed gross liabilities 
$95,000, of which £52,300 is fully secured, 
and asscts £2,800. After a short discus- 
sign, the croditurs. resgl ved .to_ente! 
acheie of atrangetnent by which, subject to 
the withdrawal of family claims, amounting 
to £35,000, the assets are tu bo div 
amongst the creditors, the Chief Official 
Receiver Weing appointed trustce of the 
estato. It is antictpated that ¢ dividend of 
about Bs, in the pound.will be paid to the 
creditors.
